During  this  year  the  foundations  have  been  laid  for  the 
additional  School  Medical  Services  which  are  to  come  into  operation 
under  the  new  Education  Act.  These  have  been  described  in 
lengthy  reports  to  committees  and  no  further  description  here 
is  necessary  at  the  present  stage. 

The  City  School  Medical  Services  are  now  included  in  the 
County  administration  and  the  tables  in  this  report  include 
City  children.  The  work  carried  out  at  the  City  Minor  Ailments 
Clinic  is  shewn  in  a separate  table.

DOMESTIC  SUBJECTS  CENTRES. 


In  the  Domestic  Subject  Centres  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
necessity  for  providing  well  planned  meals  for  all  members  of 
the  family.  In  Centres  where  the  girls  are  unable  to  attend  the 
School  Dining  Centre,  the  Domestic  Subjects  Teachers  endeavour 
to  arrange  for  the  girls  to  prepare  simple  dinners  for  themselves 
as  part  of  the  instruction.  In  all  cases  the  practical  work  is 
adapted  to  suit  local  conditions,  so  that  home  grown  fruits  and 
vegetables  are  used  raw  and  cooked,  and  preserved  for  winter  use. 


District  Nurse  Health  Visitors  have  given  Courses  of  Instruc- 
tion on  “ Child  Care  ” with  particular  reference  to  Toddlers. 


PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS. 

The  Meals  Scheme  has  continued  to  develop  throughout  the 
year.  On  1st  April  the  County  Authority  became  responsible 
for  meals  supplied  to  City  Schools,  for  the  Masonic  Hall  School 
Canteen,  the  Ledbury  Road  Cooking  Depot  and  for  the  general 
supervision  of  Secondary  School  Canteens. 


By  the  end  of  the  year,  including  Secondary  Schools,  Self- 
contained  Canteen  and  Dining  Centres  fed  from  the  Central 
Kitchens  or  Cooking  Depots  132  schools  were  receiving  meals, 
an  approximate  total  of  7029  meals  per  day  being  provided.  The 
return  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  in  October  showed  that 
an  average  of  52  per  cent,  of  children  in  all  schools  were  having 
a hot  mid-day  meal. 


64  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  all  schools  in  the  County  and 
City  are  receiving  milk.  18  Schools  are  without  fresh  milk 
supplies,  but  three  of  these  have  National  Dried  Milk.

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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 


A male  Assistant  Organiser  of  Physical  Education  has  been 
appointed  by  this  Authority  and  the  appointment  of  a Woman 
Assistant  Organiser  is  under  consideration.  With  the  exception 
of  one  new  appointment  the  Authority  has  not  been  able  to 
proceed  with  its  plans  for  engaging  specialist  teachers  of  Physical 
Education  to  serve  in  its  Secondary  Schools  but  it  proposes  to 
do  so  as  the  opportunity  arises. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  question  of  providing 
clothes  in  addition  to  plimsolls  for  Physical  Exercises  the  Auth- 
ority has  decided  to  defer  action  until  better  changing  facilities 
can  be  provided  in  the  schools  and  more  adequate  storage 
accommodation  is  available. 

The  Organisers  have  continued  to  pay  regular  visits  to  all 
schools  and  have  arranged  Class  Demonstrations  and  Games 
Rallies. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  matter  of  Games 
equipment  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  allocation  and  the 
inferior  quality  of  some  of  the  materials,  particularly  football 
bladders. 


PRIMARY  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  the  Elereford 
City  Local  Education  Authority  ceased  to  exist  and  13  Schools, 
7 Council  and  6 Voluntary,  were  transferred  to  the  Herefordshire 
Local  Education  Authority. 

(1)  Playgrounds. 

Repairs  have  been  effected  to  seven  Council  School  playgrounds 
and  the  Authority  have  agreed  to  make  grants  towards  the  cost 
of  repairs  to  playgrounds  in  Voluntary  Schools  in  ten  cases. 

(2)  Heating. 

New  stoves  and  grates  have  been  provided  in  8 Schools  and 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  stoves  and  grates  in  23  Schools. 

(3)  Equipment. 

New  desks  have  been  supplied  to  10  Schools. 

(4)  General  Sanitary  Arrangements. 

Drains  have  been  overhauled  and  sanitary  arrangements 
improved  in  16  Schools. 

(5)  General. 

Instructions  have  been  given  for  repairs  to  be  effected  to 
school  floors  in  15  cases  and  general  repairs  and  renovations  to 
be  carried  out  in  58  Schools.
